Vis reaerrs detailed cooBient on this report at present until you oan mo the 
full picture portrayed <by the additional reporta. It ahocad be evident, 
howsverp that ve are getting a fairly fbU and very Intereeting inside story 
of the intrigue involved in the activities of various groups and indivldiials 
Involved in rsamaent actlrltles. It also should be thoroughly evident 
that a previous study of either Sicilian vendetta or Cbioago gang wars of 
the prohibition era would beat qualify one for appreciative et.jayBsnt of this 
acrasble for pousri there is every indication that as rearaanent approaches 
oloeer to reality, aiv5 each proud leader ioaglnee hlneelf in a chief of 
etaff*s unifon, the eospetition and douhle-croesing will merely becooe 
fiercer. To get som indicatlcne of the line«^pa aixs reallganenta should be 
our chief interest In all this.

&ISUMI is not a man, however, who elevates or reoogniies hie coUeguee 
and subordinates when be has a mission to perform. He is a ecncandacr 
who Invariably enjojs doing his work himself, delegoting very little 
authority, keeping hie own oon^sel, and forming almost no does relatioi^ 
/Ships. Usually, generals* aides idolise their superiors and are eharmed 
[ by their ability and personality. Not so with lA!£SU>II(s aides, who 
' withoat exception have always considered him a "cold fish” and did ndb 
like to serve him. Although TAIGUMI is a ve.y modest gentleman cf fine 
character and reputation, he seems to draw a olear-cut line in assoei- 
atlng with all his friends < be does not step beyond that line with 
them, and he makes it very difficult for any to draw asy closer than 
that to him.
